For, if the Members have the Pow- 
er, if they muſt give the Law, it is 
then Rebellion in the Minde not to be 
ruled, or to war againſt them ; Bur 
if the Minde have this preheminence, 
if Law and War ſhall prove only at 
her diſpoſe, *cis then Rebellion in the 
Members, not to* be Captive at her 
Will, not to! be guided by her Law, 
not to lay down .

therefore only -is, becauſe it pleas'd 
the Lord to give Man Power. and Do- 
minion over them, and not them over 
him. OrthatMin, and not Woman, Geg, 1.26, 
is the nobler ſex; that the Man over 
the Wife, and not the Wife over the 
Husband, hath the. ruling or com- 
manding power, this is alſo from the

the breach of all Law, it is ſin (faith 
St. Pax) and yet becauſe the Members 
have.ſo voted it, ir muſt becalled a 
Law I fee (faith the Texc) Another Lavy 
in my Me- bers. 

Another Law, a Law clean contrary 
to the Law of the Miad ; a Law (I may 
well ,ay) clean contrary to the Law

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of God : For, asin all -Monarchies, it Serm. 1] 
is the Law and Order 'of God Al. 
mighty tliat SubjeRs receive from, and 
not give untotlieir Soveraign Lawes ; 
even ſoit is the Law of God, the'minde

rall defignes, and their particular 

ends ; 
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ends; for as when there was no King 
in Iſrael, Every man did what ſeemed 


good in his own eyes; even ſo, to the end 


that every man may walk as his Luſts 
lead him,that every Luſt may bea Law 
unto it ſelf, therefore as againſt a com- 
mon enemy, the'Luſts and Members 
are continually warring againſt the 
Minde. | 

Nor only ſo, but as St. Fames ob- 
ſerves, They fight in our Members too ; 
The Luſts war againſt, and quarrel} 
one with another; and indeed no 
wonder, for amongſt equals who 
ſhould command? who obey > Why 
ſhould not Wrath have as much com.

It was faid 
of 'old, Multoram manibus grande 
levatuy opus, many hands make light 
work; but if we would piercingly 
and exactly look-upon this. Paſhon, 
upon this murthering of a King, we 
ſhall finde many hands indeed, but 
for work the heavieſt that ever was 
read of ;oand/ how could it well be 
other, when the miſeries this poor of 
King was to fatisfie the malice of 
two parties? - Mat. 27. 1. when the 
' morning was come, all the chief Prieſts, 
and as the Greek: hath it, the /ay- 
Prerbyters, or the Elders. of the people, 
took counſel againſt 7eſus to put bim to 
death; they who prepared, plotted, 
and purpoſed their Kings delitruti- 
.on, they who raiſed an ' Army, and 
ſent Swords and ſtaves to apprehend 
him, thefe were (you ſee) an Aſ- 
fembly of Prieſts and Elders, yet theſe 
were not they that did the deed, theſe 
F:3 - were 
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$erm. 3. were not the -Executioners, theſe 


Voted, but theſe did not Crucifie: 
Now in verſ.'27. of the ſame Chap- 
ter, you ſhall finde the Sonldiers of the 
Governors took Feſuus into the common 
Hall, and gathered unto him the whole 
band of Souldiers, and they ſtripped him, 
they fooled him, verl. 28. they crowned, 
they moekt him, they ſpit upon him , 
verſ{. 29. and when they had ſported 
enough at his ſorrowes, then in the 
35. verſe of the Chapter, They Cra- 
cified him; they (not the Presbyters 
or Elders) but the Souldiers brought 
bim tothe block, they Crucified him. 
Not barely and - ſimply put him to 
death, but they pur him ad mortem 
cracs, to the death of the/Crofle ; and 
indeed this had not been envies Ma- 
ſter-picce, had it not been ſo, had they 
not cloathed him with ſhame, as well 
as macerated him with pain ; had they 
Ot put him as well to an ignomini- 
ous, a5 an irkſome death, Envie would 


have ſeemed too dull, and too cool a 


perſecutor. 

And therefore to expreſſe the zeal 
andactivity of their cruelty, it is not 
ſaid here, they flew, but they Cru- 


cified * 
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cified him, that is, they inflicted :on Sexm.-3+ 
him the extremity of ſhame, ſorrow, 
death. Toa perſon. of Honotr, and 
eſpecially ro the: fountain of Honour, 
to a King, ſhame and diſhonour, it is 
bitterer then death : ſo that indeedit 
is hard to fay, whether the diſpoſition 
to, and manner of his death; was 
not more affliction to the King, then 
death it ſelf: for if we look upon 
theſe three particulars (though we 
mult -paſle over a thoutand bitter- 
neſles : ) 

I., What was done before .they 
brought him to the Court of Juſtice ; 
2. What was done there ; | 

3. What after'Sentence ; we ſhall 
finde there was nothing done, bnt 
what ſpeaks Tyranny and Mihice.

So that in point of honour, 
never was. a greater . violation then 
whathe ſuffered ; firſt the- Funerall of 
his Honour, and then the Obſequies of 
himſelf. 

Again, as Diſhonour, even ſo Re- 
ſtraint, it is a preſſing grievance, eſpe- 
cially when the eſtate that ſhould 
ſweeten, and the Friends that ſhould 
comfort, are taken alſo ; and yet if it 
pleaſe God to put us to it, it is no 
more then his own Son, no more then 
his own Anointed, no more thenthe 
King endured. In the 18. of Joh. verſ. 
12. The Band, the Captain, and Officers 
of the Fewes, took Jeſus, and bound him ; 
the Souldiers not only took, but bound 
the King ; not only ſo, but ſo diſqui- 
eted him, that as if they had a deſire ts 
have diſtracted him, they ſuffered not 
his eyes to ſleep, nor the Temples of 
his head to take any reſt : Yea, not 0tt- 
ly ſo, but they crowned 'him with 
thornes, and ſo amazed him with cru- 
elty,thathad not he been more King of 
his Paſſions, then of his Subjects, mi- 
ſeries and. ſorrowes would have pre- 
vented the Court of Juſtice. 


Nor 
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Nor do they only take his Free- 
dome, bur his Revenue alſo, d4;viding 
hs garments, as "tis in the 23. verſe, 
and caſting lots for his coat. As for 
his allowance, we can read of nothing 
but gall, and vinegar ; they fed him 
with nothing but reproach, ſcorn, and 
the bread of affliftion; yea, whereas 
ordinary and common priſoners have 
the comfort of their Niends of the 
twelve,till after Sentence, we finde not 
ſo much as one, (not fo much as a 
Chaplain with him.)

Ifſo then we would 
have that in us, which we com- 
mended in others, that in us which 
we plorifie in our King, we muſt then 
not only magnifie, but imitate our 
King; we muſt judge charitably,

Our late Kings charity perſwaded 
him, that it was not 'his perſon but 
his errors, which his SubjeQs Rebel- 
ted againſt ; it was not their malice, 
but their ſcruples that put them upon 
it ; juſt like the King in my Text, ra- 
ther to weakneſle then - wilfulneſte, 
rather to infirmity then to obſtinacy, 
rather to ignorance then envy, he1m- 
putes the high miſcarriages againſt 
him : Father forgive them, for they know 
nt what they do. 

I ſhall conclude this point with that 
Heroick, and remarkable death of Ph- 
cion 1n Plutarchs Morals, who when his 
Citizens had brought him to his laſt 
draught, a little before he took off his 
Hemlock, they asked him if he had any 
thing elſe to ſay 2 wherenpon addrel- 
ſing his ſpeech unto his Son, he thus 
ſaid, I charge thee and beſeech thee, not to 
carry any Rancor and Malice in thy heart 
ro theAthenians for my death;he charged 
him as a King and beſonught him as a Fa- 
ther, to bury all injuries in the grave mith 
him : His laft Memento, his lat remem. 
brance to his Son, was, remember thou 
revenge mot.

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Now if Magnanimity in a Heathen Se. 3» 


did this, what ſhould charity in a 
Chriſtian, i eſpecially being animated 
with ſuch Royal Preſidents as we 
are? Though our bleſſed King in my 
Text, ſuffered fuch indignities, even 
the fouleſt that malice could impoſe on 
Majeſty, though they ſpit upon him, 
Whipt him, and upon his very Crofle 
derided him, yet in the bitterneſſe of 
that pain, behold his charity, Father 
forgive them. - 

And ſo I paſſe to the laſt uſe of 
this point, and that is, that it ſhould. 
make us penitent ; for it will appear, 
that it was not his, but our fins ; nor ' 
his, but our Enormous crimes that 
Crucified the King: 1 Sam. 12. 25. 
the Pcophet tels the people thus, If ye 
ſhall do wickedly, - ye ſhall be conſumea, 
both you and your King ; not only ye, 
but your King, ſo that' you ſee the 
wickedneſſe of a people may be the 
cauſe of a Kings deſtruction: If you 
do wickedly, not only you but your 
King alſo ſhall come to ruine, ye and 
your King ſhall periſh. | 

And indeed, which of us that is a 
Chriſtian, doth not -know that the 
G 3. king 
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King in my Text, was not. only flain 
by, but even tor his ſubjects: Ia. 
53: 3. He was wounded for onr tranſ- 
greſſions, he was bruiſed for our ini- 


'quities, yea in verl. 7. He was cat ff 


from the Land of the living, but till 
it was for the iniquity of his people, 
for it ſtraight followes, for the tranſ- 
greſſion of my people was he ſiricken ; 
yea, not only of this King in my 
Texc, but -allo of that good young 
Kins 7o/ah: inthe vulgar Latine it is 
thus written, Lam. 4. 20. Captus eff 
in peccatis noſtrts, The Ancinted of the 
Lord ts taken is our fins, for the fins 
of the people God took away their 
King. So that the loſſe of King, and 
a good King, may very well call for pe- 
niterce. 

That ſad book of the Lamentations,it 
is conceived to be principally penned 
for the {laughter of their good King 
Zofrah, for it is faid, 2 Chron. 35. 25. 
Behold ,they are written in the Lamentati- 
ns, the Lamentations made for their 
good King they are upon Record, for 
indeed his loſſe was, as it appears in 
the next Chapter,the forecunner of the 
lofſe of all.

* his bloud: ſo rhat indeed it concerns 
not only the Jewes, but eyen us alſo 
ro be penitent ;.1it concerns not only 
his immediate .perſecutors, bur even 
us alſo to be humbled, and be caft 
down. for the death of 'our King;

for not his Enormous crimes, but the 
Rebellion of his Subjects - brought 
him to his end ; AR. 3. 19. when Saint 
Peter had laid before. the Jewes the 
murther of their King, he exhorteth 
them in theſe words, Repent ye therefore, 
and be converted, that your ſins may be 
blotted oxt ; no way to be delivered 
from the bloud of their King, but by 
penitence : they muſt repent that eyer 
they voted, repent that ever they ap- 
prehended, repent that ever they ar- 
raign'd, Condemn'd, and Crucified 
their King, 

Pilate in all eminent languages 
proclaimed their guilt, Hebrew, 
Greek and Latine ſpoke their ſhame ; 
but nota Declaration in all the lan- 
Suages under heaven, not all the ora- 
tory in the world, no not any thing 
inthe world but what St. Peter ſpe- 
cifieth, nothing :but acknowledge- 
ment, nothing but repentance can 
purge this guilt ; Repent therefore and 
be converted, that your ſins may be blitted 
out.
